My work is all handbuilt. glazed with a variety of earthenware glazes, lustres and enamels, the 
colours being built up over several firings. Some of them have acrylic colours and ink as well. I also 
use words: 

A man out walking on the cliff path leans into the wind which changes abruptly, causing the 
man to topple head over heels towards the rocks below. What does the falling man think as he 
drops over the edge. 

Dunng the moment of the fall a fisherman accidently catches a mermaid in his nets. The 
mermaid is pulled up as the falling man is pulled down. Both calculatethe odds against a rescue. 

I wish that by telling a story m the past tense we could influence the future.
